Tue Comedy of A Bold Siroke for a Wife was, \ast night, per- 
formed here ; Mr. Cooper supporting the part of Colonel Feignwell 
with tolerable success. The character is not altogether adapted to 
Mr. Cooper’s style of acting, for, though he generally evinces a cor- 
rect judgment, there is as little versatility in his manner as in that of 
any actor on the stage. He was most happy in his representation of 
the Dutch merchant, as he blustered and splattered his half English, 
half Dutch, with good effect : in his quaker he would have been more 
effective had his tones been more subdued ;—this used to be a crack 
part of Jack Bannister’s, and we have often seen him play it with 
great pleasure ; to be sure, at that time we had not been accustomed 
to see so many actors and actresses of all work, who make nothing 
of personating eight or ten different characters in the same piece, and 
who seem gifted with ubiquity, so instantaneous are their protean 
changes. Farren’s Perriwinkle was capital ;—we hardly ever saw a 
richer piece of comic acting, and his dress and appearance were in 
excellent keeping. Mr. Webster was quite out of his element in the 
part of Sir Phillip Modelove ; he made it a complete caricature. Mr. 
Williams was respeetable in Obadiah Prim. Mrs. Prim and Ann 
Lovely were represented by Mrs. Glover and Miss F. H. Kelly in an 
eficient manner. After the Comedy, The Two Pages of Frederick 
the Great was performed, followed by William Thompson.

English Opera House. 

Ar this Theatre last night, the Opera called Der Vampyr, was re- 
peated to a numerous and delighted auditory. Mr. H. Phillips in the 
principal character fully sustained the high reputation he has acquired 
by his chasie,noble, and scientific singing in this Opera. He expressed 
the various passions by which the mind of The Vampyr is assailed, 
with admirable skill, His exultation at his request being granted by 
the Demon, and his melancholy forebodings as to his ultimate fate, 
master-pieces of composition, were given by him, in a style worthy 
of himself and his composer. Miss Betts, as Henr‘ka, was in fine 
voice, and did ample justice to the elaborate music of her part. The 
delightful manner in which Miss H.Cawse sings ‘ From the rain’s top- 
most tower,’ makes it one of the most popular morceau of the Opera 
and has rendered her a still greater favorite than she previously was, 
though her naive and clever acting in the Sister of Chartty, had risen 
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her many degrees in public estimation. Ia the minor characters, G. 
Penson, Russell, Salter, and Mrs. C Jones, performed most cleverly, 
apd contributed much to the general effect. ” 

In the Burlesque Piece 6f Bombastes Purioso, whicl- followed, O. 
Smith, as the General, and J. Russell, asthe King, acted with con- 
siderable humor; their fight was uncommonly ludicrous, and excited 
great laughter. Mrs C.Jones was very good in Distafina. The 
performance concluded with The Spring Lock.—Keeley; | as usual, 
was extremely droll.as the Doetor, and in the seene of his ‘‘ mystifica- 
tion” convulsed the house with laughter. The vocal parts were sup- 
ported by Wood and Miss-Cawse with their accustomed ability. ‘I'he 
composer, Rodwell, has handsomely subscribed £20 to Covent Garden 
Theatre. ‘ 

Mr. Braham, Mr. Hont, and Miss Forde, are now singing at the 
Liverpool Theatre, aud attract pretty good houses. Miss Graddon, 
and Mr. Horo, have just returned to town from Cheltentiam, where 
they have been performing.—Miss Graddon was much admired there. 
A young lady named Weller, made her first appearance on any stage 
a short time since, in the part of Sophia, in The Road to kuin, in 
her native city, Oxford, and evinced a more than ordinary share of 
talent.
